There will be an elaborate coaching 


parade, a magniflcient display of fire- 
works, sports, speech making and a 
banquet. York people say that the cel- 
ebration will be conducted on as large> 
a scale as any similar affair ever held 
in this sectionn. 


Some famous men -will aid in mak- 


ing the celebration a success, and it is 
hoped that President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Moody will be present as 
guests of the town. 


A considerable 'sum of money has 


been appropriated by the town itself, 
the York Historical and Improvement 
society has added largely to the fund, 
and contributions have been received 
from private -citizens and summer res- 
idents. The program for the day is 
to be a long one. and the celebration 
is to be in every way fitting to the oc- 
casion. 
Few American towns can claim a his- 
tory 'so interesting or an age so great 
as that of York. It was two hundred 
and fifty years ago that the town 
discarded the name of Gorgeana, given 
to it in honor of Sir Fernando Gorges, 
who at one time held all ithe land in 
that section of 'what is now the state 
of Maine, and assumed the name of 
the Duke of York. Gorgeana held a 
cjty sharter, and was the first munic- 
ipality on the American continent to 
which such a charter was granted. 


York's growing importance as a sum- 


mer resort has led to a revival of in- 
terest in the annals of its past, and 
one of the most important events in its 
history is to be commemorated on Au- 
gust 5.

as only the benefits of his enterprise 
•were co-operative. But, according to 
Professor Ely. he failed when he made 
it too purely eo-or>erative. During the 
transition stage co-operators cannot be 
too sentimental against some competi- 
tive features. They must have busi- 
ness methods which will not affect 
the sense of humor oC competitors. 
They cannot depart too far from, the 
ordinary ways of the world. 


Yet America is not KO b: re of eo- 


operative enterprise as those of us who 
bad not studied it believed. This Lev.- 
iston enterprise does a business of 
$000,000 a year, having a bwiutiful 
cew sun colored department store, the 
largest east of Boston: n grocery store, 
a cafe and a co-operative hall. Law- 
rence, Mass., has bix co-operative gro- 
cery stores, two dry goods mores, & 
bakery and stnliles, with twenty-eight 
liorses. It does u business of Jfri'io.uuu 
annually nnd hns distributed $l)uO,UdO 
in cash dividends. In Lowell, Mass.. 
is ai younger eo-apcrntive establish- . 
ment doing one-half as large :i bub:- 
noES. In California are sixty co-opera- 
tive stores. The Progressive Pinning 
mill, tbe largest Iu San Fniiiiri.'.eo, is 
owned by labor unions. Xfnrry ovry 
union in iiaa Francisco timk htock in 
it, and so did Home unions in the coun- 
try.

shrin- the dividends, just uniting their 
eoiisuiulng and producing power in tbe 
businesslike ways of the twentieth 
century, which we all like except for 
certain cruelties. 


A mistake which causes unpleasant- 


ness iu some co-operating localities is 
that the uimds of some leaders get too 
far ahead of the real business. City 
people who don't object to co-operative 
stores naturally do object to having 
their real estate appropriated in fancy 
long before dividends have enabled the 
Co-operators to offer the cash for the 
real estate. Farmers, too, only need 
markets and relief from trust extor- 
tions at present. Farmers are not unit- 
ed in any way that is detrimental to 
the public or that calls for interference 
with their real estate from any med- 
dlesome co-operation. They are the 
natural friends of co-operative stores. 
They like creameries, and they need 
very much co-operative ways of mar- 
keting their produce. Most farmers are 
not peddlers. But tho expropriation of 
farms or anything which sounds like 
that should not be made a part of a 
senseless programme. Special farms 
for feeding co-operative stores—there 
Is enough to do before that unneces- 
sary tusk is begun. To sec this only 
requires common observation and com- 
mon sense and no taking notes by any 
specialist. The practical result of set- 
ting the community's nerves on edge 
unneeessarlly is a scare of coworkers, 
members, stockholders, robbing the 
work of its friends and its most careful 
helpers. A leader who knows men 
does not stalk away on ahead of them 
till witb his face turned heavenward. 


A live days' study of the methods 


which have stood the test of trial and 
of those which haven't has been ex- 
tremely beneficial to tho thoughtful. 
The lawyer mayor of Norwich who got 
municipal gas came with his two 
friends.

De I'auw plant of the American Win- 
dow Glass company at Alexandria, 
lud., is commonly known, is the center 
of all attention just now for every win- 
dow glass blower in the United States, 
for within its closely guarded gates Is 
an invention which threatens the craft 
of window glass blowers with practical 
annihilation. Despite their sphiuxlike 
silence enough is known to say that 
the machines, for there are twelve, are 
In and, in a way, making glass. It is 
not yet commercially successful in 
quantity, nor is it up to the standard 
marketable glass. The ofliciais assert, 
however, that by Sept. 1 it will be 
demonstrated that it will be the great- 
est success of the age. 
Further than 


this they will not vouchsafe a word. 
Gluss blowers are divided on the ques- 
tion of what the result will be. That 
it will Increase production is beyond 
question, as it is now demonstrated 
that one machine will do the work of 
five blowers. 
Yet.it is expected that 


glass will bo cheapened to the con- 
sumer but little if any. As the Ameri- 
can Window Glass company has the 
sole control of the machines in Ameri- 
ca it need fear no competition. If it 
docs, however, cut prices a little, It will 
bo disastrous to the hand blowing man- 
ufacturers and their men, say many of 
the workmen, who look pessimistically 
upon the matter.—-Washington Post.

The supreme court of Wisconsin has 


declared that the state law which pro- 
hibits any employer from discharging 
an employee because he belongs to a 
labor organization is contrary to the 
employer's constitutional rights nnd 
therefore void.

If an employer's liberty 
were curtailed by legislation, however, 
that of an employee could be likewise 
curtailed.

certain the exact status of any tangi- 
ble features, the American Federation 
of Labor representatives, together with 
the representatives of the California 
Chinese exclusion convention, drafted 
a bill which was a codification of all 
these various laws, treaties, decisions' 
and treasury regulations into a com- 
prehensive( measure so that if it had 
been enacted it would have presented 
to the government officials as well as 
any student or ordinary citizen of this 
or any other country a comprehensive 
law that any one might run and read. 
'Titit the wise solons of our congress* 
decreed otherwise, and, whether out 
of pure antagonism or crass ignorance, 
they have imposed upon the country a 
hVrv which, unless remedied ^ooir-by- 
further 
legislation 
rectifying 
the 


wrong and the shortcomings or by the 
voluntary acquiescence of China as 
well as other foreign countries or th« 
interpretation and administration o! 
its provisions by the judicial and ad- 
ministrative officers of the country. ' 
will open the mainland of the United 
States to the dangers of an overwhelm- j 
ing horde of Chinese coolies. 


Under the old law Chinese or per- 


sons of Chinese descent were excluded 
from the United States no matter from 
whence they came. Under the law just 
passed they can be excluded only when 
such exclusion shall be "consistent 
with treaty obligations." 


In no way does the law designate 


that the exclusion shall be consistent 
with treaty obligations with China, 
and hence, while the provision is made 
that they shall be excluded If they 
come from China to the United States.-, 
or from China to the Philippine Is- 
lands, there is no provision of law 
against Chinese going to Hongkong, 
which is under British government, or 
from China to Mexico and coining 
from either of these places into the 
United States. 


• In view of the treaties between the 
United States and the governments of 
Great Britain and Mexico providing 
for free and unlimited coming and go- 
ing of their citizens and subjects to 
and from the United States and with 
the well known desire on the part of 
Chinese laborers to come to out- coun- 
try and compete with American work- 
men, 
and this desire fostered and en- 


couraged by the shipping and trans- 
portation companies as well as the 
purpose of the Chinese Six Companies 
and a large number of American em- 
ployers who constantly harp upon the 
idea of introducing into the United 
States a horde of cheap laborers, it. is 
not difficult to understand the danger 
which threatens and confronts tho 
workers of our country. 


Then, again, there Is a direct invita- 


tion to China to give notice six months 
before Dec. 7, 1904, that the treaty be- 
tween it and the government of the 
United States shall terminate on the 
date named, and inasmuch as the pres- 
ent law pretends to exclude Chinese 
only when it shall be "consistent with 
treaty obligations" and upon termina- 
tion of the treaty there will be neither 
statute law nor treaty provision which 
in any way will deny Chinese coolies 
and laborers coming direct from China 
into the mainland of the United States. 


It is admitted by all that the treaty 


of 1868 granting free and unrestricted 
immigration of Chinese, whether1'la- 
borers or others, into the United States 
was not abrogated but simply suspend- 
ed by subsequent treaty stipulations 
and that it will come into full force 
and effect upon the termination of the 
present treaty unless another specilic- 
ally providing otherwise shall be nego- 
tiated and ratified in the meantime. 


Scarcely was the ink dry enacting 


the present law when it was inciden- 
tally attacked in the interest of the Chi- 
nese. A Chinaman sought admission 
into the United States, claiming alle- 
giance to Mexico, and offered to place 
bond for his return. Our government 
ofliciais evaded rendering a decision 
upon the Chinaman's right to enter the 
United States front Mexico by declar- 
ing that he had no right to come in un- 
der bond. Thus the ruuiu question Is 
undecided, but that it soon will have 
to be decided no one seriously dis- 
putes. 


Taking the entire law as it now 


Stands, it presents one of the most 
conspicuous pieces of bungling or vi- 
cious legislation, or both, ever enacted 
by congress. 


It is a menace to not only the work- 


ers of the United States, but to our 
republic and to our civilization, and 
unlea» rectified by timely legislation 
tho entire responsibility for the Injury 
to our people will rest upon the heads 
of tho managers of the legislation In 
our congress—a responsibility which 
the workmen and the people generally 
of our country will not fail to appre- 
ciate nnd repay In every lawful ntul 
honorable way within the power of 
American manhood nnd American citl-

says it was due to blasting .iiul that 
those in authority knew there was dan- 
ger from tirixiaiup. hi the course of 
his narrative Retallick. now in the 
hospital, says: 


"The Kloadite mine, especially No. 


C right, had been iu very bad sh.ijie for 
some time. About two mouiiis ago it 
first became noticeable that au extra 
amount of gas was collecting. a::d the 
ofliciais of the Cambria Sttvi com- 
pany began to take the utmost precau- 
tion." 


What was this "utmost precaution?" 


To stop work at the danger po:m—the 
point at which men's lives were im- 
periled whenever a blast weut off? 
No. 


"They talked for awhile of closing it 


down, but that was almost impossible." 


Why almost impossible? 
"Because it is one of the best pro- 


ducers, and from it is secured the 
greater part of the daily output of the 
mine." 


Fire Boss Retallick, you see. has no 


thought of accusing anybody. He ha.« 
worked long in the mines, and it seems 
natural to him that the mine owners 
should hazard human life for the sake 
of keeping up the output of "one of the 
best producers." 


The mine owners knew the peril if 


this witness, who does not hold them 
blameworthy, is to be credited. 


"The mine grew dangerous about a 


week ago," he says. 


Then they "took the utmost precau 


tion" thus: 


"At that time it was decided that no 


novices should be allowed in this sec- 
tion of the mine at all, and the mine 
officials selected twelve of the best and 
most experienced workmen they had to 
operate it. Those men were careful 
but as a general rule you will not find 
a miner who has the least sense oi 
fear." 


Miners cannot afford to have fear. 


Were they always or often thinking of 
the chances of death in their, hazard 
ous calling they would lose the courage- 
necessary to follow It But' it is tin- 
duty of mine owners not to encourage 
this carelessness or take financial ad 
vantage of it at the risk of such hor- 
rors as that at Johnstown. 


The managers of the Cambria Steel 


company's mine seem, according to 
Fire Boss Retalliek, to have gone fai 
beyond even such guilt He represents- 
them as being open eyed gamblers in 
human life. 


One hundred and fifteen men weru 


killed in the Johnstown disaster. 


If that disaster was preventable, if 


the mine managers deliberately sent 
the miners into the mine to face condi 
tions which they knew were danger 
ous. a great crime has been committed 


It is to be hoped that the coroner and 


district attorney of Johnstown are men 
of courage who are not afraid to do 
their duty. 


Let the whole truth respecting the 


causes of the slaughter of those lir 
miners be made known.—New York 
American and Journal.

on city work. 


"Either the court of appeals or the 


corporation counsel is wrong," said one 
of the delegates at the union's meet- 
Ing, "and we want to know as soon as 
possible how far the representatives of 
the people in state or city legislatures 
can go to protect their wage earning 
constituents without running up against 
the constitution or some interpreter of 
it who is unfriendly to trade unions." 


Meaning of the Ten Hour Lavr. 


How the ten hour law is to be under- 


stood and interpreted is a matter much 
pressing for solution just now, espe- 
cially in Rhode Island. The sooner the 
matter can be got to the United States 
supreme court the better, for there arc 
suits pending in several states involv- 
ing the same issue. 


Massachusetts, in common with other 


states, has statutes limiting the hours 
of labor in certain employments, and 
it would seem that not one of them is 
worth the paper it is written on if the 
Rhode Island ten hour law for street 
railroad corporations can be over- 
thrown for the reason advanced by the 
attorneys. 


If no redress is found in the courts, 


tho fourteenth amendment to the con- 
stitution may yet have to be fallun 
back upon in behalf of legislation 
which is designed to protect wage 
earners from the exactions of corpo- 
rate power.—Boston Globe.

The Price Batter. 


I am often annoyed and sometimes 


amused when a butter maker tells how- 
he made the prize butter, says L. W. 
Lighty in National 
Stockman. 
He 


starts off by saying, "I took a batch of 
millr" — presumably any old milk that 
happened to be about at the time— and 
then by his occult manipulations and 
machinations be made this prize but- 
ter. The farmer or dairyman who pro- 
duced the milk never gets an atom of, 
credit Nevertheless if the butter hon- 
estly deserved the prize fully half the 
credit belongs to the producer of the 
milk. No butter maker can make an 
extra fine article of butter unless he 
has milk of the same quality. The 
cows must be clean, and they must be 
healthy. The feed they eat the wa- 
ter they drink, the air they breathe, 
must be pure, clean and correct. The 
milker must be cleanly in bis habits 
and way of doing his work. The milk: 
pails and cows must be as - clean as 
cold and boiling hot water can make 
them. The milk must be intelligently 
and properly handled and . delivered, 
and all of this certainly requires half 
of the work and half of the know how. 


Pure Mills. 


To produce pure milk it is necessary 


to start at the milk pail. Of course the 
burns must be clean and free of dust 
the cows brushed and washed and the 
milker's clothes clean and kept special- 
ly for this purpose. A covered pail to 
avoid perpendicular dropping* -is the 
best The tendency at present in the 
cities Is toward pure niilk, not rnoro 
butter fat. In one day's test made by 
the New York board of health of forty 
samples of milk taken at $»e Jersey 
City ferry many of them -ojjalained 
over 700,000 bacteria to each, cubic cen- 
timeter of milk. Quite a few hiid over 
1,000,000, and the lowest contained.J>e- 
tween 100,000 and 200,000. 
Yet one 


large firm which lias two creameries in, 
the country and retails 15,000 quarts 
per day has been able to reduce bacte- 
ria from 250,000 to 30,000 per cubic 
centimeter. 


Demand For Street Cream. 


With the expansion of the cream 


trade cityward there is a call for great- 
er care in the quality of the cream 
produced, and as it has to undergo the 
test of time and age before it reaches 
the consumer it must be In better con- 
dition for city trade than for creamery 
work. 
The consequence Is that only 


a certain quality of cream can be ac- 
cepted by the dealer, and If it con- 
tains more than a certain amount of 
acid it should be rejected. 


The sweeter the cream the better for 


city consumption, for it bas to stand 
not only the trial of shipping, but also 
being held in the dealer's refrigerator 
as well as frequently In the somewhat 
•warm icebox of the consumer, and the 
result is a severe trial on tbe quality of 
the cream unless It is started from tho 
creamery in a fresh, 
sweet state. 


Cream for shipping should be received 
and graded by the amount of acid thut 
It contains, and until that Is done then! 
\vlll be the usual complaint from tk« 
city consumer of sour cream.— Hoard's

A truly wonderful piece of median- j 


Ism is the "picking up" machine u^ed | 
in all grappling and cable hoistint: op- 
erations. It is n powerful variety of 
the sicaiu winch family, but also a 
most aristocratic and elaborate mem- 
ber, fitted with gear changing clutches, 
patent brakes and other ingenious ap- 
pliances. To give some idea of its ca- 
pabilities in dry figures it can at slow 
speed lift tvi unty-fiVe tons at the r.ntt? 
of one mile an hour or at fast speed 
ten tons at the rate of four miles an 
hour. Mor<XM er, it can be quickly ul- 
torej^and adapted to changing circum- 
StaitTcs in speed or lifting weight. 


All being made ready, the big grap- 


nel, attached to 700 or 800 fathoms of 
chain and rope, Is passed over the bow 
sheave, or pulley, and as soon as It 
reaches bottom the ship is sent slowly 
ahead. Back and forward across the 
path of the cable, as pointed out by 
the friendly marking buoys, we steam. 
Several times the grapnel catches 
something, only to lose 11^ hold again, 
probably an inequality upon the bot- 
tom, although a bosun's mate mumbles 
"mermaids' grottoes," but at last comes 
a steady strain. Every soul on board 
hangs ovei* the bow, watching the 
grimy grapnel rope come steadily nn 
and over the well oiled pulley. At 
length the grapnel Itself appears, hold- 
log tight on to the truant.—Lipplu- 
cott's Magazine.

Of course, the president's house- 
hold Is carried out ou this plau on a 
large scale, and many of the big stores 
supply all.their employees with daily 
meals in the same manner. The banks 
and other administrations of similar 
nature often furnish the noouday meal 
to their clerks by contract, the latter 
paylug a trifling sum toward the cost

late election has been declared, and 
Chamberlain, the democratic candidate 
for 
governor, has a 
plurality of 


two -hundred and seventy-six over the 
republican candidate. Furnish, the lat- 
ter having been a "gold democrat" up 
to a year or two ago. As the total vote 
of the state was 01,592, Chamberlain 
lacked 3,940 votes of a majority; but 
e plurality elects in Oregon, so he is 
elected. But the democratic papers 
ehould not crow very extensively over 
the democratic victory, for the repub- 
licans .have majority enough in both 
houses of the legislature to pas's any 
measure- they please over the govern- 
er's veto: in fact, the democrats are 
not strong enough in either branch to 
force a call of the house. And besides, 
the repnbli-can candidate for judge of 
the supreme court—an old-time repub- 
lican and an outspoken supporter of 
expansion and the Cuban rf-ciprocity 
hill—had a plurality of 17,140, the lar- 
gest plurality ever given in Oregon 
for any candidate of any party, for any 
office. The Oregon election was but 
a very rnild "rebuke of imperialism."

The Manufacture of Plus. 


In 1775 a prize was given to the 


colonist of Carolina who produced 
the flrst native pins aud needles. Dur- 
ing the war of 1812, when, owing to 
restrictions upon commerce, the price 
of pins rose to the enormous sum of 
SI per paper, the manufacture was 
actually started In the United States, 
but does not seeru to have met with 
success, as the enterprise was soon 
abandoned. The industry was not fair- 
ly started In this country until the 
year 1838. 


The early pins In this country, ns In 


England, were made with globular 
heads of fine twisted wire, made sep- 
arately, and secured to the shank by 
compression from a falling block and 
die. These old plus had the misfor- 
tune of often parting with their heads. 
It was to overcome this difficulty that 
the attention of early Inventors was 
directed. 
Too solid headed pin, in 


common use today, took the place of 
the- old form about 1S40.

School For Thrushes.

"Find," he says, "a family of wood 


thrushes and carefully note what takes 
place. The old male thrush will sing 
the sweet song in loud, clear, flutclike 
notes once and then stop to listen 
while the young birds try to imitate 
the song. Some will utter one note, 
some two. Some will utter a coarse 
note, others a sharp note. After awhile 
they seem to forget their lesson and 
drop out one by one. When all are si- 
lent, the old thrush turns up again, 
and the young thrushes repeat their 
efforts, and so it goes on for hours. 
The young birds do not acquire the 
full song the flrst year, so The lessons 
are repeated the following spring. I 
take many visitors into the woods to 
enjoy the first thrushes' singing school, 
and all are convinced that the song of 
the wood thrush is a matter of educa- 
tion pure and simple."
